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DECLARATION UNDER RULE 1.131 

I, Todd C. Loschelder, declare as follows: 

1. I am one of the named inventors in the above-identified application. lam 
employed by the assignee of the above-identified appUcation, Moen Incorporated, as a 
director of product development, and have been employed by Moen Incorporated since April 
1, 1994. 

2. Attached as Exhibit C is a memorandum defining the concept, described 
therein as "Modularity," and dated prior to August 13, 1998, the earliest filing date of U.S. 
Patents 5,946,746, 6,085,784 and 6,138,296. This memorandum summarized a meeting at 
which I was present at Moen Incorporated and describes, as set forth in claim 16 of the above- 
identified application, a suite of water control plumbing fixtures which have a common 
decorative theme, one of which fixtures was the water control plumbing fixture shown in the 
above-identified application. The memorandum also describes other products within the suite 



of water control plumbing fixtures such as widespread, mini-widespread, and single control 
lavatory faucets; roman tubs for the bath; bidets; showers; and others. 

3. As stated in the attached declaration of William R. Markowitz, a plumbing 
fixture which is the subject of the above-identified application is shown in Exhibit A to the 
Markowitz declaration and was constructed, assembled, and disassembled under the direction 
of Mr. Markowitz prior to August 13, 1998. 

4. Subsequent to August 13, 1998, and during the period in which several 
products were actively and diligently bemg worked on at Moen Incorporated under the 
Modularity concept defined in Exhibit C, application Serial No. 09/422,773 was filed on 
October 22, 1999 listing Erwin F. Mikol as the inventor and titled "Modular Shower Arm 
Mounting System." Mr. Mikol is one of the named inventors in the above-identified 
application. The invention in the '773 application applies the Modularity concept, as described 
in Exhibit C, to a shower arm mounting system. 

All statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and all statements 
made on information and belief are believed to be true and, further, these statements were 
made with the knowledge that willful false statements and the like so made are punishable by 
fine or imprisonmeiit or both under Section 1001 of Title 18 of the United States Code and 
such willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of the application or any registration 
resulting therefrom.
